Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: Mr. McCarthy submitted a written request for an interview with the response dated 
March 1. 2010. in response to the office action of November 30, 2009 as "necessary and appropriate in view of the 
protracted prosecution history to best facilitate progress on the merits and to resolve, if necessary, any issues 
remaining unresolved by this response". 

Examiner Krause contacted Mr. McCarthy, as requested, and faxed a proposed amendment to claim 1 which would 
have put claim 1 in condition for allowance. Mr. McCarthy presented the proposal to Applicant, and subsequently 
submitted a counterproposal which was insufficient to make the claim allowable. Mr. McCarthy then submitted a 
second proposal which included Examiner Krause's suggestions for making the claim allowable. The agreed upon 
proposal is attached to this interview summary. 

Applicant's were unwilling to accept the negotiated proposal, necessitating the mailing of the attached Final Rejection
